| SPICED VINEGAR FOR PICKLES. 


Ingredients.—1° quart vinegar, 1 oz. 
black peppercorns, 4 oz. whote ginger, 
4 os. salt, 4 oz. mized spice, § oz. finely 
chopped shallots, 3 bay leaves, and:2 or 
3 cloves of garlic. 

Method.—C'rush the peppercorns, ginger 
and mixed spice, and put into a jar, add 
the aatedes of the ingredients and 
cover. Place the jar in a warm place, 
and allow it to remain for seven days, 
then put the jar in a saucepan of boiling 
water, cover, and allow to simmer 
hour. When cold, cover with bladder, | 
and store for use.

Cook for 10 minutes in 
the salted. water, strain and break up 
into not too small pieces. Have some 
white vinegar. boiled with white pepper 
(whole, in the proportion of $ oz. to a 
quart), and when cold, pour over the 
cauliflower, which should be arranged in 
a gar.

The occasion found Mr. McCormack in 
excellent singing form, to the delight of an 
audience as big as the theatre could hol 
With or without reason—these mass moods 
seldom are explicable—the audience as a 
whole was colder than usual at the outset. 
Only a small number of those present may 
have understood fully what mastery of pro- 
duction and art la ind Mr. M mack’s 
singing of “O aoe § why dost thou leave me?” 
(from Handel’s Se.ncte), and yet more behind 
that of a Bach aria, *‘ Let us but rest,” his 
second song. As an example of vocal 
technique, one could wish nothing more 
admirable than the long-breathed line in the 
Handel aria, sung with a finely managed 
crescendo, The Bach aria, sung (to all 
appearances) with utmost simplicity and ease, 
was heard as the natural outpouring of a 
believer’s simple faith. It possessed an 
almost greens ingenuous character. No 
piece of interpretation by Mr. McCormack, 
one 18 fain to say, has been at once more 
artistic and pleasing than this. 

IMPRESSIVE NUMBERS. 

Certainly, the second group of songs con- 
tained bigger and more impressive numbers, 
and it was in singing these that Mr. McCor- 
mack excited real enthusiasm in his audience 
as a whole. After that group excitement 
irs on rising till it reached an exceptional 

int. 

It is not necessary to make a list of all that 
Mr. McCormack sang in the course of the 
recital, in all a very large number of songs, 
w encores are reckoned. The big things 
were—‘‘ A Dream of Spring” (Bantock), and 
“La Caravane' (Chausson). The latter is an 
elaborate development of the reflections and 
emotions of a traveller through the desert. 
It contains much interesting and difficult work 
for the piano, and Mr. Edwin Schneider, Mr. 
McCormack’s usual accompanist, filled his 
part splendidly in this as in many another 
piece of night's work. 

The group of Irish folk airs naturally re- 
vealed Mr McCormack’s particular gifts to 
advantage. Dr. Larchet’s setting of “ The 
Bard of Armagh"? was the most likeable of 
the songs prescribed in this group, but better 
still was the singing, as an encore, of “ Open 
the door softly,” with a thrillingly whispered 
second verse, 

Though the programme ended with * The 
Trumpeter.’’ the performance, happily. did 
not. Further encores led to a delightful con- 
clusion on Mendelssohn's “On Wings of 
Song,’’ in which Mr. McCormack's smooth- 
ness and rhythm could not he excelled. 

Again one has to regret that from audience's 
and critic’s points of view alike, Mr. Lauri 
Kennedy, the ‘cellist, can be given only 
secondary attention. His playing last night 
in a list of small ’cello pieces was such as to 
warrant a guess that he could do more im- 

rtant work and still impress. He kept a 
igh level of musical expression. The ‘cello 
has weak pointa as a solo instrument, but 
a ei di did not let his audience know 
that.

To the ordinary lay ¢ the exhibition, 
whether of physical training ór thaze march- 
ing, Was faultless, and the most charming 
thing about it was that it all seémed so easy. 

fhe évdlutions Were carried out in thé brik: 
liant light of concentrated searchlights. 

In contrast was the next number on the 
programme. With all lights extinguished, 
the six bands marched 6n to the ground in 
front of three hundred soldiers, éach carrying 
a torch lantern. For twelve minutes the 
lanterns passed and down and over and 
across in a tangle of éVolutions that at times 
baffled the eye. As the men marched off at 
thé cohclusion they got an ovation from the 
crowded stands. 

THE FIGHT FOR THE BRIDGE. 

The next event was a very big and effective 
spectacle, a representation of the historically 
famous incident in the Jacobite wars, when 
Custume and his handful of men “ hela the 
bridge ”' Tg re Ginkle’s whole army. At 
one end of the ground there was cotistricted 
a ey of the old Bridge of Athl6éné on 
which the exciting fight was carried on for a 
quarter of an hour. The uniforms worn and 
the wedpons used were historically acctifate 
to. the smallest detail, and the painting of 
the bridge, showing the water beneath the 
arches and the approaches, made the pre- 
sentation véty realistic, It was quite a good 
fight, amid the noise of the old-fashioned fire- 
locks arid raucous ancient pieces of artillery. 

Number eight, which lasts for twenty-four 
minutes, is the pitte de rédiatance of the 
whole programme. The three hundred récruits, 
under Captain White, come on in complete 
darkness with a tiny electric bulb in each 
man's cap. . They go through a maze of 
evolutions, which are put to the eye only by 
the movements of the many coloured lights. 
Now they are moVing on a sixteeh-man 
front, from which they open out in fans 
which develop inte circles and stars, and then 
string out in Jong, snake-like movements. 
Again the four hundred lights make an 
oblong figure at the edge of each of the four 


they cross and iritercross And revolve on 
ivotal centres until the spéctator ean no 
onger see anything but the mats of it. The 
word “ Eire,” with the dates ‘‘ 1014-1927,” 
next appeared to the accompanimiént of a 
great cheer and an immense clapping of 
hands. The display ended with two irimeétise 
stars of light, one completely filling each half 
of the ground. 
CONOLUDING ITEMS. 

Next was an elaborate eant représénting 
Irish fighting forcer through thé agés from 
the men of the Fianna down to the gréen- 
uniformed infantry of the Free State. The 
display was effective, if a bit on the theatrical 
side. There was any amount of a er for 
each group as it came into the ligh , but the 
enthusiast of the gathering broke all bounds 
when the battdlion of present-day infantry, 
led by massed bands, swung into the atena 
and marched with a military finiéh that an 
older army might envy, There was nothing 
theatrical here, except the sheen of the 
artificial light on the men’s leggitigs and the 
glitter of their accoutremént buckles. 

The Sreworks display, which lasted exattly 
half an hour, had all the old attractions of 
this popular form of entertainment; and there 
were, besides, many novel exhibitions of the 
most modérn development of the art of 
sg When that Was &ter all the 
units participating in the pageant formed up 
facing’ the Ragpele, whek the choir, With 
massed bands actompanying them, sang 
“Let Erin Reniémber.’’ A change came over 
the mood of the gréat audietice as there burst 
on the night the heart-reaching notés of the 
‘*Last Post," sounded by the fortv buplers. 
The sdidiers down below stood at the Salute, 
with the light shimméring on thé fixed 
bavonets, and the audience rose from their 
septs in memory of the dead. Then came 
“Tights Ont” and the Soldiers’ Song.’ 
and the thousands throngéed out of the 
grounds. 

A special feature of the evening was the 
mutki¢ of the bands to which the militarv 
evolutions were carried out. They played 
dozens of wéll-known tunes, and theit frequent 
changes Of position. now here, hów theré, 
produced some striking effects.

BRILLIANT LIGHTING EFFECTS 


‘The city’s principal streéts, bedéecked with 
fÍOwers aird plants and flags, proclaimed thé 
period of light-heartedness that is to last for 
A week. Grafton streeb displayéd more 

tet Art than glamour, thé mioré elaborate 

oration being found at the Bank of 
Ireland, which had its wide front elaborately 
festoonéd witt, flowers. At night hundreds 
of colouréd éléctiic lights illuminated the 
building, giving a most oh ys ge appear: 
tice. In Sackville street ome of the most 
effective pieces of floral artistry was that on 
the Metropole. e upper portion of the 
building was festooned with natural leaves 
and flowers, cofitiécted at the top with seven 
circulat plaqués. — the plágues had inserted 
ornamental] heraldic shields representing the 
four provinces. 

The three plaques of the central fagade 
had inset the arms of Belfast, Dublin and 
Cork. In this way the scheme symbolically 
entitléd the four provincés and the three 
chief cities of Ireland. The lower windows 
had artistically designed floWer boxes, painted 
in gfeén Gnd gold, jaden with natural flowers. 
Each box was inscribed With a script ena 
thé pfincipal cultural and comnere): 
developments of Dublin, comprising art, 
litérature, Mrisic, intitistiy, cOumierce, cratt 
eritePprise, honour and prosperity. Thé 
flower boxes were illuminated at night with 
fairy lights, and the effect was extremely 
beautiful. 


MANY VISITORS. 

The world and his wife seemed to havé 
come te Dublin last Saturday. The railway 
companies offeréd special inducements to the 
people of the provinces, and thé tempting 
fares had the anticiphted effect. Late trains 
weré available to take visitors home, thus 
giving them a full day in which to enjoy 
themselves.

and the strangers within its gates. Shipping 
in the port lent brilliance to the scéne,
